Watclferitarbartmarthopoulos 
— the ideal Australian player 


We aimost have the ideal player . . . we 
don’t quite have a Zico, Platini, Socrates or 
Keeganin our NSL — but we could have one. 


All you'd need is to create a new star through the wondrous 
tricks of genetic engineering. 

If such a feat were possible, I know the type of player I'd like to 
produce. 

He would have, to start with, the soccer brains of Joe Watson — 
all the guile, cunning and decision-making process of this little 
Scottish wizard. 

I'd add to that the competitiveness of a David Ratcliffe, a born 
fighter, a man driven to despair by the mere thought of defeat. 

Ratcliffe displays the same ruthless edge at training as he does 
at matches; soccer for him is not a matter of life and death but 
something more vital. 

Then you need sheer skill — that intuitive, graceful component 
that's inherited, not manufactured. 

For that I'd go to Oscar Crino, one of the most skilful young 
talents this country had produced in ages. 

Crino has that rare quality in soccer — applied skill, He can use 
all his ball skills in tight match situations. 

But you'd need speed, too, especially starting speed — that ex- 
plosive off the mark zoom young Frank Farina has. 

Several times this year I was amazed to see Farina literally 
explode — fly past opponents, gaining five metres in the first ten. 

However, even speed isn’t everything — so you need close ball 
control 

And my choice for that would be Mark Barton of St George, 
with his peculiar ‘‘rubber”’ legs. 

I have never seen another player stoke the ball with the same 
quick, stabbing movements as Barton; within one movement he 
can pull a ball back and then hit it towards goal, almost without 
swinging his leg. 

For shots at goal, I'd take his team-mate, Dez Marton. He's 
probably the best hitter of the ball since the glory days of Leo 
Baumgartner. 

For goals I'd take John Kosmina, undoubtedly the most dan- 
gerous predator within a 12-metre radius of goal, on the ground or 
in the air. 

Years ago, we had some excellent exponents of that art, in 
Tristram, Denton, Glacometti and others. 

But Kosmina is stronger and more aggressive than any of them 
and has that vital ingredient — cheek — without which strikers 
cannot survive any longer. 

Now, you'd have the almost perfect player. Except for one 
more quality — the right temperament. 

You'd need a leader who can compete without losing his head, a 
fighter who can't be lured into brawling. 

For that I'd go for Peter Raskopoulos who is capable of sprea- 
ding calm confidence about him on the pitch. 

A player like this would be worth a cool million or so. Pity he 
can't be created in a test tube. Yet... ...

The chances are it'll be Australia’s tough guy, Marshall Soper 
or John Kosmina. And Gentile won't have it all his way with 
either. 

In the summer of 1982 — gosh, how time goes, almost two 
years ago —| saw, in Barcelona, how Gentile, this tough Italian 
defender, kicked and tripped Maradona and then Zico out of the: 
game, vastly reducing the effectiveness of Argentina and Brazil 
against the Italians. Md 

He held Maradona by the arm, stood on his feet at cor- 
ners, gave him the most blatant shoves from behind — 
most of the time with impunity. 

Against Zico was he equally ungentie; at one stage he simply 
tore off Zico’s shirt. 

Gentile is undoubtedly one of the toughest customers ever to 
come to Australia — infinitely tougher and incomparably 
rougher than Nobby Stiles of Manchester United was. 

As Juventus plays with a sweeper — Scirea — Gentile is 
likely to mark one of the Australian strikers probably Soper. 

That means fireworks to light up the sky from Sydney 
to Darwin! 

But let me add a piece of warning here: Gentile can also play 
football. 

1 am sure he’s a great deal better player than we assume — 
but nobody notices it. it's as an assassin that he has won in- 
famy. 

Still, chances are that there will be a number of free kicks 
given against Juventus, courtesy of Gentile, 16 to 30 metres 
from goal. 

It's up to the Australian team to make something of these 


opportunities.

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CRINO OUT, BIG GUNS

Big guns Davie Cooper, John 
McClelland, Norman Whiteside 
and Gary Bailey have flown in to 
help Rangers and Manchester

All four were held up in the U.K. for the 
home international series. 

Oscar Crino, meanwhile, dropped a bomb- 
shell by withdrawing from the Australian B 
squad just before it left Melbourne for Bris- 
bane on Monday morning. 

Crino explained apologetically that he was 
unable to get any more time off work. 

Crino’s absence will give Richard Miranda 
further opportunities to establish himself as a 
Socceroo. 

The draws with United and Rangers at the 
weekend, mean that Australia has been beaten 
by European opposition only once in the past 
six games dating back to its 3-3 draw with 
Dinamo Zagreb in Canberra in 1981. That loss 
was to England in Brisbane last year. 

Nottingham Forest started its Australian 
tour with an impressive 4-1 victory over West- 
ern Australia in Perth on Sunday, and will 
prove a tougher opponent than Manchester 
United when it meets Australia A in Adelaide 
tonight (Wednesday). 

Although Cooper and McLelland will be 
available for the Rangers team against Aust- 
ralia B in Brisbane tomorrow (Thursday), 
coach Jock Wallace said he would save them 
for the third match, against Australia A in 
Sydney on Saturday. 

Manchester United coach Ron Atkinson is 
almost certain to use Whiteside and Bailey, as 
well as Remi Moses and Peter Barnes, 
against Nottingham Forest at the MCG on 
Sunday. 

In fact, he said that had these players been 
available for last Saturday’s game, United 
would have fared a lot better against the Soc- 
ceroos. 

Moses and Barnes — one of three guest 
players with the United squad — were unable 
to play due to injuries. 

The Socceroos took their place in the inter- 
national series when the National League last 
week changed its mind about withholding its 
players from the national! squads. 

The ban was placed on the players in sup- 
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port of the NSL’s claim for a $240,000 sponsor- 
ship payment from West Nally Ltd, through 
Australian Soccer Federation Marketing Ltd, 
the company that is promoting the inter- 
national series. 

NSL officials said after lifting the ban that 
they now had the support of the ASF executive 
and were confident of getting the money. 

If the money is not paid, further action is 
certain to be taken after the series. 

Australia B upstaged the A team on the first 
weekend, due to its greater willingness to at- 
tack. 

Jim Patikas and Charlie Egan were the 
most penetrating of the attacking players in 
the B squad, and Patikas came close to scor- 
ing. Australia, however, needed all the talent 
Tony Franken could muster in goal to prevent 
Rangers from hitting the target. 

Peter Lewis, the Melbourne Croatia right 
back, had an impressive Socceroo debut, left 
back John O’Shea — who cleared one off the 
line — was Eddie Thomson’s choice as man of 
the match, and stopper Steve Blair had a 
memorable return to international duty after 
a year’s absence, 

Thomson instructs all his big men to get 
into the penalty area for corners and free 
kicks — and that’s where Blair and Tony Hen- 
derson are extremely dangerous. 

Alan Davidson was the star of the Australia 
A team against Manchester United — dis- 
playing tremendous confidence and skill — 
certainly the best soccer player on display 
over the first two matches, while Franken 
was totally faultless in goal for Australia B. 

Other good performances came from Joe 
Watson, David Ratcliffe, Graham Jennings, 
Tony Henderson, Charlie Yankos of Australia; 
Mark Hughes and Paul McGrath of United; 
and Dave McPherson, Bobby Williamson and 
Craig Paterson of Rangers. 

Juventus, the team everyone is waiting for, 
arrives early next week and will play its first 
match against Manchester United at the 
Sydney Cricket Ground next Wednesday. 

Iraklis of Greece kicks off its Australian 
tour with a match against a Darwin select side 
in Darwin on Sunday night, June 10. Other vis- 
itors to Darwin in the past 10 years have been 
Atromitos in 1976 and Chelsea in 1974.

When David Skeen was 
sent tumbling from _ his 
motor-bike in an accident 
a month ago, St George 
Budapest’s fortunes also 
took a fall. 

After his accident the Saints 
were hit by a string of poor re- 
sults, illustrating just how much 
the champions rely on this nug- 
gety little defender. 

Skeen suffered a badly broken left 
arm, a couple of cracked ribs and a 
punctured lung in the accident, while 
the Saints suffered some disastrous 
results that saw them drop into the 
lower half of the Australian Confer- 
ence table. 

The accident could not have come at 
a worse time for Skeen, on the verge 
of fulfilling his dreams of representing 
Australia 

“J suppose you could say I was a 
candidate for the national team, but I 
wouldn’t say I was a certainty,” 
Skeen said modestly. 

But those who know national coach 
Frank Arok’s views on the defender 
had no doubt that a fit Skeen would 
have been wearing the green and gold 
last weekend 

As it is, Skeen had to console him- 
self with a ticket for the stand to 
watch the Manchester United match 
as a spectator. 

Last week Skeen was a sorry figure 
at Saints’ clash with Sydney City Ha- 
koah, covering his left arm with a 
jumper and reluctantly showing his 
wound to horrified observers. 

Skeen said the “iron-work” — a 
steel] brace on the outside of his arm, 
with rods inserted into his bones 
through the skin (a truly gruesome 
sight) — would probably be taken off 
this week. 

Skeen has never had much Juck 
when it comes to representative soc- 
cer. 

In 1981 he was named in Les Scheinf- 


lugs 18-man youth team for the World » 


Youth Cup in Australia, but Scheinflug 
preferred Blacktown’s Robbie 
Wheatley for the right back position. 

Some said Skeen’s height — he 
stands 5’5"" — went against him. Yet 
even his critics conceded he was a 
better attacker than the taller Wheat- 
ley 

Luck deserted him yet again after 
the tournament when the team trav- 
elled to China and Skeen could not get 
time off from work to make the trip of 
a lifetime. 

Now, with the green and gold shirt 
dangling just in front of his nose, Lady 
Luck again played a terrible trick on 
Skeen

“I've been lucky enough to win 
some honors like the National League 
title with St George, and a Grand 
Final, so I don’t think I’m cursed 

“It's just that some things seem to 
be taking a while to eventuate,’’ he 
said, keeping up the optimistic ap- 
proach for which he is renowned 
among his teammates. 

He said being kept out of soccer for 
the international series made him 
even more determined to improve his 
game once hr re-started training 

“All the guys now in the squad have 
a head start on me for regular team 
spots, so I'll have to redouble my 
efforts to make the national team for 
the World Cup qualifying matches 
next year,"’ he said. 

When quizzed on what areas he felt 
he needed to improve he quickly re- 
plied> “‘everything’’. 

“[ don’t think you can ever say 


you're perfect in any department of 
the game, and I like to work on every- 
thing,”’ he said 

Skeen’s surging runs down the right, 
his tiny legs pumping away like pis- 
tons, have been a highlight of the 
Saints’ game, enthusing the fans and 
adding much needed width and punch 
to the St George attack. 

“T've always been an attacking- 
minded player,’’ he said. 

“It's something that Frank has en- 
couraged, but I always had it.”’ 


Skeen said before he went to St 
George he had never played right 
back. 

“I always played centre half, or 
sweeper,” he said, quite surprised 
that anyone would find that a strange 
position for a player of his size.

“You've got to be willing to go for- 
ward, otherwise you're of littie use to 
the team.” 

Living in Wollongong and training in 
Sydney used to present problems for 
him, but he says he has become used 
to the travelling. 


‘‘There are quite a few players now 
who travel quite some distance to 
train,’ he said. 


“After the first year it wasn’t so 
bad. I share a flat in Wollongong with 
Warwick Young (St George’s reserve 
keeper), so we travel up and back to- 
gether 


“We've got someone to tajk to on 
the trip, and it’s made it a lot easier.” 


His main aim now fs to get fit and 
back into the Saints team. 


“But I’ve got to take it easy, be- 
cause I've been told that the lung 
needs time to heal 100 percent,”’ he 
said. 

“J've been doing some runing and 
training in the gymn, but I've had to be 
careful because of the arm-brace.””” 


He said once the brace was off he 
would be able to do some slight ball 
work, and said he was hopeful he’d 
start full training before the end of the 
National Cup matches 


“Once the internationals are over I 
hope to be ready to challenge for my 
old spot in the St George team,” he 
said 

“Then it's up to me to work for that 
green and gold jersey 


“Til just have to be a little more 
careful about motor-bikes I suppose,” 
he quipped.

There was the odd grumble at St George Stadium aimed at 
the media — who else? — for not “promoting” the great 
event. , 

Promote what? 

Teams which have been decimated by the Socceroo series? 

A competition which is still “doctored” to ensure that no 
element of chance, which could result in extra travel costs, 
enters into the picture? 

An event which is totally overshadowed by the visit of five 
foreign club teams over a period of several weeks? 

I have said it before and say it again — scrap this nonsensi- 
cal competition if it can’t be framed in meaningful terms as a 
football event. 


Others show the way 


While soccer is still surveying the effects of an in- 
crease to 24 teams in its top competition in the NSL, it 
seems that all other major leagues are heading in the 
opposite direction. 

Talk is rife about mergers in the VFL; Rugby League in 
NSW has set up stringent conditions for membership in 1985 
and beyond, and basketball’s National League is certain to 
shed some of the “‘passengers’” in its membership. 

The VEL is said to be looking to a Jeague of 10 teams, 
Rugby League seems certain to comprise only 12 next year, 
while the National Basketball League could be reduced from 
17 to no more than 14. 

Is it possible that they are all wrong and soccer alone is

Nottingham Forest opened its Australian tour in fine 

fashion with a handsome 4-1 victory against Western 

pAvctrate in wet and windy conditions In Perth last Sun- 
\ day. 

Atrocious weather turned the Lake Monger Velodrome into a 
quagmire and at one stage the lights had to be turned on to 
overcome the gloomy conditions. 

But the wild weather did not stop 6000 fans from enjoying the 
skills of a top English side against a hard-working and resolute 
WA combination. 

Forest posted two goals in each half but the visitors were only 
catapulted into action after the home side had scored first. 

In the 28th minute Forest goalkeeper, Dutch international Hans 
Van Breukelen, was penalised for taking more than four steps, 
giving WA an indirect freekick. 

Western Australia defender Graham Normanton was allowed 
two shots at goal, putting the second one into the back of the net. 


That brought an immediate response from Forest when the ele- 
gant Viv Anderson put in a hard shot which was brilliantly saved 
by WA goalkeeper Steve Martin. Seconds later Peter Davenport 
beat three WA defenders to put a shot safely into the corner of the 
net. 

The skill of Forest’s one million pound player Garry Birtles 
showed out as he accepted a brilliant pass from Ian Bowyer to run 
the ball past Martin and score in the 39th minute. 


Mel Brown, making his debut for WA, and Paul Wormley, led 
the WA attack but they were always outnumbered as the Forest 
defenders showed how to operate as a unit. 


Three minutes into the second half Bowyer flicked a brilliant 
header into the back of the net after Colin Walsh had driven a long 
ball across the base of the goal. 

Western Australia’s attacks were thwarted by the tight Forest 
defence and in the 72nd minute another brilliant header saw the 
visitors post their fourth goal. 

Walsh, who was firing the ball dangerously into attack, had 
shot a high cross from outside the box and Ken Swain soared high 
above the pack to nudge it gently into the net. 

Scottish international Walsh was the danger man in attack and 
his accurate passing was something to watch.

The marketing moguls told 
us that they expected a crowd 
“of about 25,000 to 30,000’" for 
this game. Between ‘‘about 
50,000 to 60,000"" are expected 
for the Australia A. Juventus 
match on June 10 at the MCG. 

Take it from me, at least 
half of the 12,000 who watched 
Australia B and Rangers 
drawing 0-0, won't be back! 
And if I didn’t have a free 
ticket and have to report on 
these games, I wouldn't be 
back either. 

And what were the argu- 
ments for slapping Olympic 
Park in the face and using the 
MCG? 

“We're thinking of the 
soccer public,’’ said the men 
who are making the money, 

“Olympic Park only has 
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Rangers strike 


seating for 4,500,’’ they said, 
adding poor arithmetic to bad 
entrepreneurial judgement. 
Olympic Park has seating for 
just over 6,000. 

**The electronic scoreboard 
at the MCG is one of only two 
in the whole of Australia,” 
they blurted. ‘‘You'll be able 
to watch instant replays of all 
the major, non-controversial 
incidents,"" they added, just 
before charging $14 to sit in 
the top deck of the Southern 
Stand under a cover which cuts 
out the scoreboard unless 
you're in the first few rows of 
seats. 

Promises were made to 
Olympic Park in 1981. It was 
promised that after $4.45 mil- 
lion was spent on renovating 
the stadium for the World 
Youth Cup finals, that every, 
repeat, every international 
soccer match in Melbourne 
from that point on would be 
held at Olympic Park. 

That’s because Olympic 
Park is a fine soccer stadium. 
Unlike the MCG, when you 
watch soccer at Olympic Park 
you're not miles away from 
the action Olympic Park also 
creates a soccer atmosphere. 
Those at the MCG on Sunday 
would have noticed the ghostly 
atmosphere created by the 
rows upon rows of empty seats 
encircling almost two-thirds of 
the stadium 

Look, the real problem with 
getting big crowds to big 
games revolves around the ex- 
pected spectacle. If ex- 
pectations are high, people 
wil] come in their thousands. 

And that’s where the playing 
surface comes in. 4 

Talk to Australian players, 
to overseas players, to any 
soccer player unfortunate 
enough to have the experience 
of trying to control the ball on 
these surfaces and you'll dis- 
cover that both the SCG and 
MCG have such bumpy and 
bouncy surfaces that even 
Pele would be made to look an 
ordinary State League player 
on them. 

Which brings me back, in 
Melboaurne at least, to Olym- 
pic Park. The surface at the 
No. 1 ground there is first rate. 
That's where class overseas 
players should be showing off 
their skills, rather than being 
made to look mediocre on bad 
surfaces 

Speaking about bad, not just 
a few Rangers players were 
thinking about referee Jim 
Fearn’s efforts at the MCG 
last Sunday 

Fearn allowed Richard 
Miranda to scythe down John 
MacDonald in the 14th minute 
without even cautioning the 
Australia B midfielder. Worse 
was to follow. 

In the 21st minute, Ally 
McCoist used his body well to 
hold off Tony Henderson, who 
ended up on the ground and 
kicked out at McCoist in frus- 
tration. 

Fearn was on the spot in an 
instant but what would have 
been 2 sending-off in most club 
clashes went unpunished with- 
out even a yellow card. 

But Fearn did pull out a 
yellow card in the 23rd minute. 
He booked Colin McAdam for 
deliberate handball, presum- 
ably an offence far more dam- 
aging than kicking opponents. 

Worse stil] was to follow. 
MacDonald twice was decked 
inside the Australian penalty 
area in the 53rd minute, He 
looked to have taken a dive the 
second time but the first 
clumsy challenge clearly was 
a penalty. Fearn, 10 metres 
away and in full view of both 
incidents, waved play on.

But bad surface and poor 
refereeing aside, you can’t 
help but heap praise on Aust- 
ralia B, especially goalkeeper 
Tony Franken, midfielder 
Jim Patikas and stopper Steve 
Blair. And made no mistake — 
Australia also was harshly 
treated by the referee, espe- 
cially in the first half. 

Franken was nothing short 
of brilliant. McCoist let fly 
with a scorcher in the 3rd 
minute which Franken tipped 
over in style. 

The young Canberra Arrows 
star was off his line in a flash 
to save at MacDonald's feet in 
the 40th minute after a neat 
one-two between Ian Fergu- 
son, making his debut for 
Rangers after joining from 
Dundee nine days earlier, and 
MacDonald. 

Franken's lightning-quick 
reactions never will be more 
severely tested than they were 
int he 63rd minute. Bobby Wil- 
liamson, who did well after 
replacing Bobby Russell in the 
36th minute, cut the ball back 
from the right. McCoist, in full 
flight, hit the ball first time 
from }0 metres and Franken, 
with hardly time to blink, 
tipped it onto the bar and over. 

Williamson's fine lay-off in 
the 86th minute was driven in 
firmly by David McPherson 
but again Franken reacted 
well, tipping the ball over. 

However, one of Franken’s 
finest saves came in the 89th 
minute. Ferguson found space 
well inside the Australia B 
area on the left but Franken 
charged out of goal to smother 
superbly. 

Patikas was dynamite down 
Australia’s right flank. His 
outstanding running ability 
was the biggest threat to 
Rangers. Dawson, when he 
wasn't giving the ball away, 
was often under pressure to 
stop Patikas who got forward 
at every possible opportunity. 

Australia created one of the 
best chances of the entire 
match in the second half, 
mainly due to a tremendous 
surge down the right by Pati- 
kas, who ended his run by lea- 
ving the ball for Doug Brown. 
Charlie Egan, lurking at the 
far post, was on the end of 
Brown's great curled cross 
and although Egan’s diving 
header was firm, but Peter 
McCloy spread himself to 
block. 

And Australia’s best first 
half chance again came from 
Patikas’s great pace. He out- 
sprinted McCloy to the ball 
and knocked it past the 
Rangers goalkeeper but stop- 
per Craig Paterson slid down 
and cleared off the line. 

And what about Blair's pow- 
erful performance, especially 
in the air? He's staked a firm 
claim to a stopper’s role in the 
Australia A side, there can be 
no doubt about that.

Not only were fans expected 
io pay top price for top-deck 
seats in the Southern Stand, 
they had to put up with the in- 
cesssant glare of the sun. 


When referee Fearn blew

Davidson was 
particularly impressive, con-

shots at goal. 





Watson, playing wide on the right, 
showed equal skill, bamboozling the 
United players who tried in vain to 
dispossess him.

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Journalists black- 
ban Canberra 


The Canberra branch of the Australian 
Journalists Association has placed a ban on 
its members covering activities of the 
Canberra Arrows. 


The ban is in response to what the AJA said was an in- 
adequate answer from the Arrows regarding their treatment of 
part-time ABC journalist Bernie Harris. 

A resolution passed by the branch committee said the Arrows’ 
board had failed to grasp the unacceptability of individual har- 
rassment of a journalist “Who is properly adhering to the AJA 
code of ethics by reporting events without fear or favor, accurate- 
ly and fairly as he sees them”’. 


The row started a month ago when the Arrows banned Harris 
because of what they said was negative commentary concerning 
soccer in general and the Arrows in particular. 

When Harris turned up to comment on the Arrows versus Mel- 
bourne Croatia match at Canberra’s Bruce Stadium, on April 29, 
he was confronted by Department of Aboriginal Affairs Head and 
Arrows president Charles Perkins. 

Perkins called the police and tried unsuccessfully to have 
Harris ejected from the ground. 

During the game Harris says Perkins and other club members 
repeatedly interrupted him. 

The Arrows have since acknowledged they cannot stop Harris 
from being at the stadium, but have said they cannot guarantee 
his safety.

Although the English Football League’s 
third oldest club, being formed in 1865, 
Nottingham Forest's history can be divided 
into just two distinct periods: the contem- 


For it is the flamboyant 
Clough who transformed Forest 
from a run of the mill taam into 
a force which is respected 
throughout the football world. 

Its origins lie in shinty, a 
robust form of hockey, which a 

' group of Nottingham men 

played until they sought an al- 
ternative to that bruising game 
x and turned to soccer.

of Robin Hood's Sherwood For- 

4 est, the name Nottingham 
Forest was chosen. 

The first recorded description 
of the club relates to its 
members as “a bunch of harm- 
less lunatics, who amusa them- 

a selves by kicking each other on 
the shins.” 

Perhaps it was the attention 
of team-mates to that particular 
part of his body during training 
which inspired Sam Widdow- 
son to introduce shinpads into 

WH the game for the first time in 
1874. 

Widdowson, known as “Fa- 
ther of Forest.” was one of the 
great figures during their early 
days and gained a international 

otiland in 1880. 
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porary era and BC — Before Clough. 


Forest is rightly proud of its 
role as a pioneer — not only in- 
itiating the use of shinpads, but 
also the referee’s whistle 
(1878), three half backs (1885) 
and crossbars instead of a tape 
between goalposts (1891). 

They were also to establish 
themselves as a side of con- 
sequence on the field and ap- 
peared in the FA Cup semi- 
finals of 1879. 1880 and 1885, 
but were overlooked when the 
Football League was formed in 
1888, largely because they had 
not yet.tumed professional, 

The fledgling league adop- 
ted a closed-shop policy and 
it was to counter this that 12 
non-mambers formed a rival 
competition — the Football 
Alliance. 

Forest, who had now em- 
braced professionalism, were 
prominent among the dozen 
and continued to make a mark 
in the FA Cup their 14-0 victory 
at Clapton in the 1891 edition 
remains the record away win in 
English senior soccer. 

The following year was even 
more notable, as the Notting- 
ham club captured the Football 
Alliance Championship, reached 
the FA Cup semi finals once 
more and gained election to the 
Football League. 

In the seasons immediately 
prior to the entry of Forest into 
the league, they included in 
their line-up one of English soc- 
cers more colorful characters. 

Dr Tinsley Lindell was 
among the most prolific 
goalscorers of his day, des- 
pite shunning the use of 
soccer boots. He found 
these cumbersome and in- 
stead wore common, every- 
day shoes. 

When his playing career was 
over, Lindell bacame a promi- 
nent lawyer and advanced to 
the position of County Court 
judge.

Forest's initial seasons in the 
world’s premier soccer com- 
petition at that time produced 
little to enthuse about, but they 
kept plugging away at the FA 
Cup and actually won the tro- 
phy, despite being reduced to 
10 men for most of the pre-sub- 
stitutes 1898 final against 
Derby County when wing half 
Bill Wragg was injured. 

Most famous among the Cup

winners was nine-times cappsd 
centre half Frank Forman, who 
had joined Forest three years 
earlier, ironically from Derby. 

He came from a remarkable 
footballing family: Frank, broth- 
er Fred and their nephew, Harry 
Lincacre, all represented Eng- 
land while on Forest's books. 

The club had to wait 61 years 
before again claiming a major 
honor — the vast majority of 
which time was spent in the 
Second Division and included a 
couple of terms In the Third. 

Two seasons after retur- 
ning to Division One, from 
which they had been absent 
for over half a century, 
Forest won the FA Cup a 
second time and, 
coincidentally, again lost a 
player in tha final when Roy 
Dwight {pop singer cum 
Watford Chairman Elton 
John’s uncle) broke a leg. 

They were lucky to get 
beyond the competition's Third 
Round, in which amateurs Too- 
ting and Mitcham led them 2-0 
before conceding a penalty and 
bizarre own goal. The replay 
was won 3-0. 

Among Forest's stars at 
Wembiey was tough central de- 
fender Bobby McKinlay, who 
went on to complete a club 
record 614 league appear- 
ances. 

McKinlay saw his side 
consolidate their first divi- 
sion status, without ever 
threatening to win the 
championship itself until the 
1966-67 campaign when an 
outstanding combination 
based upon Welsh inter- 
national wing half Terry 
Hennessey, England striker 
Joe Baker, exciting young 
winger lan Storey-Moore 
and the rock solid McKinlay 
looked possible ‘‘double”’ 
winners for much of the sea- 
son. 

Unfortunately, the Manches- 
ter United of Law, Chariton and 
Best at their peak proved too 
powerful in the league and an 
on-form Tottenham Hotspur 
had the better of a FA Cup semi 
final tie. 

The Midlands club gained the 
consolation of qualifying for a 
Second tilt at a European com- 
petition (the first was in the old 
Inter Cities Fairs Cup, for which 
they were permitted entry 
merely because Nottingham 
hosted an industrial fair). 

A famous story surrounds the 
1967 Forest expedition to the 
Continent. 

They lost their first round 
second-leg game away to FC 
Zurich 1-0, which meant a 2-2 
draw on aggregate. Apparently, 
the English players were puz- 
zied by Zurich’s lap of honor 
while they were lining up for 
extra time. Nobody had in- 
formed them of the away goal 
ruling! 

True or not, the Reds had a 
reputation for an aimost 
Corinthian outlook; in contrast 
to the ever-increasing cynicism 
of soccer elsewhere. 

When Sammy Chapman was 
sent off against Leeds United in 
1971. he was the first Notting- 
ham ,loyer to br dismissed 
from the field for 32 years! 

A lack of ambition, illustrated 
by the readiness in which they 
sold their better players, was 
the major reason for a steady 
decline and by 1975 Forest 
were a very average Second 
Division side — then along 
came Brian Clough 

When Clough arrived at 
the City Ground, he was 
trying to revive his manage- 
rial career, which has suffer- 
ed severe setbacks at 
Brighton and Leeds United. 

It took him two and a half 
years to tentatively raise Forest 
into Division One — as the 
third-placed promoted club 

In the same season they won 
the Anglo-Scottish Cup, yet 
many pundits predicted they 
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would crash straight down 
again, but the astute manager 
spent wisely on the transfer 
market, buying Peter Shilton, 
Kenny Burns and Archie Gem- 
mill to add backbone to an al- 
ready talented team. 

Arun of 28 games without 
defeat enabled Forest to 
canter away with the First 
Division title. In addition, 
they won the Football 
League Cup. 

The Football League Cup was 
retained the following season, 
but far more importantly, the 
European Champions’ Cup also 
graced the City Ground trophy 
cabinet — just two years after 
the club had been playing in the 
English Second Division! 

A hard fought 1-0 victory

over SV Hamburg enabled 
them to hang on to the 
Champion’s Cup in 1980 and 
triumph in the Super Cup 
completed an astonishing 36 
months. 

Since that time Forest have 
slipped a little and there is evi- 
dence to suggest Clough has 
lost his touch on the transfer 
market 

But, their recent run to the 
UEFA Cup semi finals gave In- 
dications that the current transi- 
tionary period may be briefer 
than first envisaged. 

Financial problems, caused 
by a large overdraft and dwind- 
ling gates have, in the past year, 
curbed Clough from the large 
spending on quality players, for 
which he was previously renow- 
ned and which he probably 
thought essential to hasten the 
return to the pinnacle. 

The current economic sit- 
uation has revealed Liver- 
pool, Manchester United, 
Arsenal and Tottenham Hot- 
spur as the true aristocrats 
of English football, for only 
they can now pay immense 
transfer fees. 

Clough’s team of home 
grown talent and small transfer 
acquisitions contains players of 
extreme promise and appears to 
be taking Forest on the road to 
further glories. 

Next season, they will again 
have their aye on the UEFA Cup 
and may even extend their 
record of having won nine 
senior trophies — European 


Champions’ Cup, European 
Super Cup, FA Cup, League 
Cup, Championships of the 
First, Second and Third Divi- 
sions, Football| Alliance 
Championship and Anglo-Scot- 
tish Cup. 


No member of the “Big Four” 
can match that. 

NOTTINGHAM 
SQUAD: 


HANS VAN BREUKE- 
LEN: A $400,000 signing from 
home town team Utrecht in 
August 1982, he has been 
capped by Holland at both 
under-21 and senior levels. The 
6'2” goalkeeper is to join PSV 
Eindhoven in the close season. 
His fearless play has earned him 
the nickname “Daft Dutch- 
man”. 

STEVE SUTTON: Has had 
few first team opportunities, but 
will probably inherit van 
Breukelen’s jersey, therefore 
must be anxious to impress in 
Australia. He joined Forest from 
school and has already proved 
himself a reliable goalkeeper 
when called upon. 

COLIN WALSH: A brilliant, 
21-year-old midfielder, who has 
represented Scotland at 
Schoolboy, Youth and Under- 
21 levels. He possesses great 
natural talent, but has yet to ac- 
quire consietenc 

1AN BOWTYER: The veteran 
midfieltto- and club captain is a 
great favorite with Brian Clough 
for his wholehearted approach. 
He has also played for Man- 
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chester City (with whom a Eu- 
ropean Cup Winners’ Cup 
winners medal was won in 
1970), Orient and Sunderland. 
Celebrates his 33rd birthday on 
June 6th. 

STEVE WIGLEY: A $4,000 
buy from amateurs Curzon 
Ashton three years ago to re- 
place veteran Scottish inter- 
national John Robertson, he 
has developed into one of the 
best natural wingers in the First 
Division. At 22 years of age, a 
tremendous prospect. 


STEVE HODGE: Another of 
Clough’s “New Breed”, the 
England under-21 striker was 
rejected by Manchester United, 
Derby County, Notts County, 
West Bromwich Albion and Mil- 
Iwall, after trials with them all. 
Voted Forest's “Player of the 
Year in 1982-83 — his first 
season of senior soccer. 


PETER DAVENPORT: An- 
other youngster plucked from 
obscurity by Clough. Formerly 
with works team Cammell 
Lairds on Merseyside, he was 
rejected by Everton and Wrex- 
ham. Scored 4 goals in his first 
5 league games and, although 
unable to sustain that rate, is a 
striker of great promise. 

KENNY SWAIN: A bargain 
$50,000 buy in October 1982 
from Aston Villa, who had paid 
Chelsea quadruple that figure 
four years earlier. Originally a 
midfielder, but now usually 
plays at full back. 

VIV ANDERSON: The first | 
black to gain full international 
honors for England. Locally born 
he has been a first team regular 
since 1974. A tall, gangling full 
back, who is a great asset when 
powering down the flanks. 


BRYN GUNN: First played 
for Forest's first team back in 
1975, but has yet to cement 
place. He made substitutes ap- 
pearance during 1980 
Champions Cup final. A great 
success when questing for 
Eastern Suburbs of the New 
Zealand National League in 
1978. 

CHRIS FAIRCLOUGH: 
Gained regular first team place 
only this year, but made such 
progress that Clough has pre- 
dicted he will become first black 
centre half to represent Eng- 
land. One of Forest's local prod- 
ucts. 

PAUL HART: Bought last 
year for $120,000 from Leeds 
United, who paid Blackpool five 
times this amount in 1978. A 
fine, experienced central de- 
fender, he commenced his 
career with Stockport County 
and is the son of former Man- 
chester City player Johnny Hart. 


MARK SMALLEY: Another 
local discovery, he is a promis- 
ing defender with only limited 
first team experience. 


GARY BIRTLES: Now 
back at Forest after nightmare 
two years with Manchester 
United, who bought him for 
$2,500,000 and returned him 
to Forest for $550,000. Origi- 
nally he cost the Reds $6,000 
from non league outfit Long 
Eaton. A strong, alert striker, 
who has three full caps for Eng- 
land. 

BRIAN CLOUGH (Mana- 
ger): A brilliant striker with 
Middlesbrough and Sunderland, 
who had to retire at 29 with 


- knee injuries after scoring 251 


league goals and gaining 2 Eng- 
land caps. Managerial career 
commenced with humble Hart- 
tepoo! United and he has sub- 
sequently experienced mixed 
fortunes at Derby County (1972 
Division One Championship), 
Brighton and Hove Albion (18th 
in Division Three}, Leeds United 
(dismissed after 44 days) and 
Forest (six major trophies). Eng- 
lish soccer's most colorful char- 
acter is never afraid to speak his 
mind and has political ambi- 
tions, being a fervent Socialist. 
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There can be little doubt that Manches- 
ter United is the most popular football club 
in the world. Its supporters’ association 
boasts legions of members in almost every 


country. 

The reason for such amazing 
appeal is something of a 
msystery, for they can boast but 
one European title, while Liver- 
poo! and Arsenal have both ac- 
quired more English League 
championships. 

Admittedly, the great sympa- 
thy extended to the club after 
the Munich air disaster is re- 
ponsible for many having pled- 
ged allegiance to United, but 
Itatian champion Torino suffer- 
ed an even greater loss of play- 
ing personnel through an air 
crash in 1949 and it can claim 
few followers beyond Turin. 

Whatever the reason, Man- 
chester United does have an 
aura which is absolutely unique. 

United's current status would 
amaze the Dining Room Com- 
mittee of the Carriage and 
Wagon Workers of the Lanca- 
shire and Yorkshire Railway at 
Newton Heath, on the outskirts 
of Manchester, which decided 
to start a soccer side in 1878. 

The title chosen for their 
team was almost equally 
cumbersome — Newton Heath 
(Lancashire and Yorkshire Rail- 
way) Football Club. Perhaps it 
was expenditure on ink which 
caused the first financial crisis 

— early meetings being con- 
ducted in candlelight, as they 
could not afford to pay a gas 
bill} 

Despite this discouraging 
Start, the railwaymen were not 
to lack ambition, adopting pro- 
fessionalism in 1885 and four 
years later joined eleven other 
clubs to form the Football Al- 
liance, in competition to the 
one-year-old Football League. 

After the 1890-91 season, 
the league axpanded to accom- 
modate all but one Alliance 
member and Newton Heath 
found themselves playing in its 
First Division. 

Bottom in each of the initial 
two campaigns, they were de- 
moted to Division Two in 1893 
{the “test match” system of 
promotion — relegation had 
saved them the previous year) 
and stayed in the lower section 
for 12 years, mainly as an indif- 
ferent middle-of the-ladder 
team, 

Severe financial problems 
appesred likely to bring ex- 
tinction in 1902. Debts total- 
led $5,300 and the official 
receiver was called in by 
creditors. 

But, salvation came in the 
form of five local businessmen, 
led by brewer J.H. Davies. who 
each donated $1,000. To mark 
the new beginning, Newton 
Heath became Manchester 
United. 

Davies also secured the ser- 
vices of J.F. Mangold as man- 
ager and it was his shrewd 
dealings on the transfer market 
which transformed the club. 

Promoted in 1906, they were 
league champions within two 
seasons and the FA Cup 
winners of 1909. 

Mangold's most inspired 
signing was Welsh inter- 
national Billy Meredith. 
Perhaps the first great wing- 
er, he always played with a 
toothpick in his mouth. 

The great throng which lined 
the streets of Manchester to 
see United parade the Cup 
around the city gave early evi- 
dence of their popular support. 

To cater for this ever-growing 
army of fans, a stadium at Old 
Trafford was built in 1910 for 
the then massive sum of $120.- 
000 and here United moved 
from Bank Street. a decrepit 
ground situated adjacent to a 
foul smeiling chemical works, 
which had been their home 
since 1893 

A year later the league 
championship trophy took pride 
of place in the new headquar- 
ters, but soon afterwards Mang- 
old joined Manchester City and 
Meredith went with him. 

For the next 30 years, United 
were nothing more than a me- 
diocre outfit and three times ex- 
perienced stints in Division 
Two. 

They lost their first 12 games 
of the 1930-31 campaign, 
which ended with them having 
conceded 115 goals and finish- 
ing bottom of the First Division. 
This prompted a mass boycott 
by supporters and United found 
themselves unable to pay play- 
ers wages. 

Only a donation of $4,000 by 
Chairman James Gibson, 4 tex- 
tile manufacturer, bailed them 
out, but it was only a temporary 
respite. 

By 1939, debts had risen to 
$150,000. 

The Second World War de- 
layed any possible bankruptcy 
proceedings but that was the 
only favor Herr Hitler did for 
United. In 1941, most of Old 
Trafford was demolished by 
German bombs 

When hostilities ceased, 
United found themselves deep 
in debt and without a home. 
They required.a miracle worker 

— and that is what they got. in 
the form of Matt Busby. 

Busby, a wing half with 
Manchester City and Liver- 
pool who had been good 
enough to play for Scotland, 
was considering the offer of 
8 position as Liverpool's as- 
sistant manager, when 
Gibson contacted him. 

He was one of the first “track 


Suit managers’. Beforehand. 
managers were invariably 
desk-bound, middle-aged, 
portly and dressed like local 
government officials, but Busby 
always attended training ses- 
sions and involved himself in 
everyday ciub matters. 

Post-War British soccer 
crowds yearned for exciting fare 
and Busbys team gave it to 
them. 

A crowd of 83,260 crammed 
into Maine Road (Manchester 
City’s ground, but United's 
home for three seasons while 
Old Trafford was being rest- 
ored) to see the Red Devils take 
on Arsenal in 1948. In view of 
today’s declining attendances 
and modern ground safety requ- 
lations, that record for an Eng- 
lish league game is unlikely to 
be ever superseded.

Later that same year United 
won the FA Cup, beating Black- 
poo! in a classic fina}, despite 
having to play all their six 
games away from home against 
first division opposition. 

Busby had moulded a bril- 
liant team in a remarkably short 
time and with little expenditure 

- most of his stars being 
signed before or during the 
War. 

Captain Gentle John” Carey 
was a $500 signing from Dub- 
lin's St. James Gate. He played 
in every position for United byt 
goalkeeper and also represent- 
ed Northern Ireland, Eire and 
Rest of Europe (v. Great Britain, 
1947). 

Local discovery Henry 
Cockburn, a small and aggres- 
sive wing half, made such an 
immediate impact that he won 
a place in the England side after 
only a- handful of league games. 

John Aston remained a Red 
Devil for his entire career, 
during which he won 17 Eng- 
fand caps at full back and al- 
though bustling centre forward 
Jack Rowley appeared with four 
clubs, United benefitted from 
the peak years. 

Carey, Cockburn, Aston and 
Rowley were members of the 
team that carried off the 1951- 
52 First Division title, but it was 
obvious that the old gusrd’s 
time would be limited and a 
comprehensive youth pro- 
gramme commenced which 
produced the Busby Babes. 

An extensive scouting sys- 
tem, the uncanny gift of Assist- 
ant Manager Jimmy Murphy to 
spot future stars and Busby’s 
ability to nurture them were so 
effective that, almost overnight, 
a powerful new United emerged 
without enduring the customary 
transitionary period. 

Most experts choose at- 
tacking wing half duncan 
Edwards as the pick of the 
bunch of “Babss"’. There 
was no more exciting sight 
in English soccer during the 
mid fifties than Edwards 
surging forward and launch- 
ing either: powerful shot or 
immaculate through ball. 


Capped when only 183 days 
beyond his 18th birthday, he 
remains the youngest ever to 
represent England. 

Originally a right back, tall, 
powertul Bill Foulkes moved to 
centre half, where he:remained 
the cornerstone of United's 
defence for 17 years. 


Remarkably, Foulkes 
played only once for England 
— in 1954. 


Like Foulkes, Eddie Colman 
came from the Manchester 
area, but was a stocky, creative 
wing half, who gained the nick- 
name “Swivel Hips” because of 
his body swerve. 

Yet another Mancunian, 
Roger Byrne captained the side 
from full back. A former winger, 
his main assets were speed and 
intelligance. He wore the Eng- 
land jersay 33 times. 

Tommy Taylor. one of the 
few Babes to cost a transfer fee 
when moving from home town 
club Barnsley, averaged two 
goals per three games. The 
powerful centre forward played 
for England on 19 occasions. 


Best. 

These five formed the 
backbone of a team which 
won the 1955-56 First Divi- 
sion title by a record 11 
points margin over second 
placed Blackpool and retain- 
ed it the following season, 
when they were also FA Cup 
finelists. 

United appeared to be the lo- 
gical successors to Real Madrid 
when the Spanish meéastros 
relinquished their European 
Champions’ Cup crown. Indeed, 
the young (average age of side: 
21 years 8 months} English 
champions had extended Real 
in the 1957 semi final. before 
succumbing 3 - 5 on aggregate. 

Then, just one day after quali- 
fying for the same stage of the 
following years version, the 
pride of British football was 
decimated in a horrendous air- 
craft crash on the icy runway of 
Munich Airport. 

‘ Eight were killed, in- 
cluding Eddie Coleman, 
Duncan Edwards, Tommy 
Taylor and Roger Byrne. 

For two days, Matt Busby lay 
between life and death before 
pulling through. Upon recovery, 
he declared himself finished 
with football, but his wife urged 
a change of heart, stating: “The 
boys would have wanted you to 
carry on.” 

After returning to Old Traf- 
ford, Busby predicted it would 
be five years before United 
were again contenders for 
major honors. 

Amazingly, it was almost ex- 
actly five years later that Leices- 
ter City were beaten 3-1 in the 
FA Cup Final. 

Stars at Wembley includ- 
ed Munich survivors Billy 
Foulkes and Bobby Chariton, 
who had become a first team 
regular just prior to the dis- 
aster, plus Dennis Law. 

Chariton, the possessor of ex- 
quisite balance and ferocious 
shot, had developed into one of 
England's all-time greats and 
today is among the game's 
most beloved figures. 

Law, whose transfer fee of 
$230,000 when moving from 
Torino was then the highest 
paid by a British club, came to 
United already renowned as the 
prince of goal poachers before 
being dubbed “The King” by the 
Old Trafford faithful. 

Scottish international Paddy 
Crerand joined United from 


Glasgow Celtic three- months- 


befora the Final and the long, 
accurate passes he provided 
from deep defence added a fur- 
ther dimension, while Nobby 
Stiles (famed worldwide for his 
unquenchable spirit and tooth- 
less grin) became a first team 
regular soon afterwards. 

The jigsaw was not com- 
plete however. It took a 
mercurial little Irish genius 
named George Best to trans- 
form United from an ex- 
tremely good side into a 
great one. 2 

Probably the finest individual 
British player of the modern era, 
Best had outstanding ball con- 
trol and amazing instinct for 
openings. 

His devastation of opposing 
defences were key features in 
the championship winning cam- 


paigns of 1964-65 and 1966- 
67. 

United could now be rated 
amongst the most exciting 
combinations produced by Brit- 
ish club soccer — one which 
captured the public's imagina- 
tion with the quality of their 
play. 

in 1967-68, the average at- 
tendance for games at Old Traf- 
ford was 57,758. 

Obviously, the Red Devils 
now had their best ever chance 
of lifting the European 
Champions Cup — a trophy 
which had assumed an almost 
mystica! quality following Mu- 
nich. 

if it was eppropriate that 
Bill Foulkes’ goal should 
climax an astonishing fight 
back in Madrid to subdue 
Real in the sami finals, then 
his fellow air disaster survi- 
vor Bobby Chariton’s pair in 
the final againat Benfica pro- 
vided a scenario which 
would have taxed the imagi- 
nation of Hans Christian An- 
darsen. 

The other two goals claimed 
by United during that mo- 
mentous Wembley evening 
went to 22 year old Best and 
Brian Kidd, who was celebrat- 
ing his 18th birthday. 

Best and Kidd were but two 
of the many promising young 
players on the Old Trafford pay- 


roll: 


Confident the foreseeable- 
future was secure and, having 
achieved his ultimate ambition 
in the shape of the Champions’ 
Cup, a content ad newly knigh- 
ted Sir Matt Busby retired in 
1971. 

But, the post-Busby years 
proved among the most trau- 
matic in United's history. 

Best became bored with 
soccer and, without Busby’s 
steadying influence, drifted friv- 
olously; Kidd failed to fulfill his 
promise and another young 
Wembley hero, John Fitzpat- 
rick, was forced into premature 
retirement through’ injury. 

The revered veterans retain- 
ed their first team places, 
though obviously well over the 
hill, simply because there were 
no adequate replacement. 

Wilf McGuinness and. Frank 
O'Farfell both briefly occupied 
the manager's chair, without 
being able to halt a steady dete- 
ricration. 

Then, Tommy Docherty 
arrived on the scene. 

His answer tothe dilemma 
game in. the form of a cheque 
book: buying almost a totally 
new team within two months of 


_ artiving at Old Trafford. 


Docherty could not save 
United from the humiliation of 
relegation, but their directors 
maintained faith in the Scot and 
were rewarded with the Second 
Division title and FA Cup. 

Equally important, his tea 
presented vintage football in 
the Red Devils’ traditional en- 
tertaining style Tne Doc ap- 
peared destined to become 
United's third illustrious man- 
ager, in the footsteps of Mang- 
old and Busby, when his love 
affair with the wife of the club's 
physiotherapist led him t being 
dismissed, * 
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Successor Dave Sexton's 
Strictly-by-the-text-book coach: 
ing resulted in alien, stereo- 
typed soccer, although he had, 
St one time, 18 full inter- 
nationals to call upon. The Lon 
doner received the sack, despite 
having just completed seven 
successive victories! 

Present incumbent Ron At- 
Kinson assumed the managers 
office on the strength of build- 
ing a West Bromwich Albion 
team which, although powerful, 
won precisely nothing. 

Under Atkinson, United have 
already claimed the FA Cup, but 
it is now 17 years since the 
League Championship trophy 
graced Old Trafford and the Liv- 
erpudlian must snare that one if 
he is to be considered a suc- 
cess 

With Jesper Olsen and 
Gordon Strachan, major 
contributors to the recent 
successes of Denmark and 
Aberdeen respectively, per- 
forming in their midfield 
next season, United are as- 
sured of another intriguing 
campaign. 

Irrespective of how they fare, 
their progress will be followed 
with intense interest on all con- 
tinents 

Some members of the tou- 
ring party: 

Gary Bailey: Born in Ip- 
swich (where his fasther, Roy, 
also a goalkeeper, won 2 
League Championship medal), 
but raised in South Africa, he 
joined United from Johannes- 
burg club Wits University. Many 
believe him to be the likely re- 
placement for Peter Shilton 
when the Southampton palyer's 
England career ends. Already 
capped at Under-21 and B 
levels. 
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Charlton, Law, 
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Manchester United midfielder Remi Moses 


Gordon McQueen: Gang- 
ling, 63° Scottish international 
central defender. who joined 
United from Leeds in February, 
1978 for $900,000. Won FA 
Cup winners’ medal last year, 
after 5 losing Wembley finals! 
To turn 32 on June 26 he has 
been injury prone in recent 
years. 

Kevin Moran: Spotted by 
United while playing Gaelic 
football {a Celtic variation of 
Aussie Rules}, he is one of the 
bravest back four players in 
Britain.

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Gary Hobson thinks that Fawkner is good 
enough to win the State League 
championship but doesn’t believe that a Vic- 
torian club will be relegated from the NSL's 
National Conference to make way for Faw- 
kner. 


“]’ve heard it all before and I reckon that at the last minute the 
National League will change its mind and decide that one year for 
the likes of Sunshine-George Cross is not enough to establish your- 
self in the NSL, so they'll. be given another chance,” said Hobson, 
Fawkner'’s 23 year old left back. 

“T know that the last placed Victorian club is supposed to be 
relegated but I'll believe it when I see it. If it happens it will bea 
first. because up until now the National League hasn't been able 
to solve the problem of promotion and relegation.”’ 

While Hobson’s sights are set firmly on playing in the NSL, 
then Gying to get into the Victorian team and possibly the nation- 
al squad, he also would like to again take a crack at trying to 
break into professional football in England. He concedes however 
that ‘it would be very hard because I've only been married for six 
months and I'm very settled here.” 

Nevertheless, the urge is there. 

Born in Shrewsbury in England, Hobson came to Australia with 
his family in 1974. He played with Mooroolbark juniors then 
switched to Doncaster Rovers, making his first team debut as a 
16 year old. 

He went to England in 1978 and trailled with Reading for six 
months. He was offered a contract but even though he only had 
spent four years in Australia, he found it hard to stay away. He 
turned down Reading's offer, trialied for a short time with 
Shrewsbury Town, then returned to Australia and joined Croydon 
City in the State League. 

Despite Morwell Falcons and Sunshine-George Cross’s interest 
in him, he signed with Fawkner this year and after appearing 
before the Appeals Board, his transfer fee from Croydon was set 
at $2,000. 

“Croydon had got rid of a lot of top class players from last 
year. I had done a lot of work with Jimmy Rooney and Gus Macl- 
eod at Croydon last season and | didn’t want that work to go to 
waste. That’s why I decided to leave and I really haven't got any 
regrets 

“I can’t praise Gus enough as a coach. He spends a lot of time 
working on each player's weaknesses and on improving individual 
skills.” 

Hobson also believes that there are a lot of State League 
players good enough to play in the NSL. He also says that these 
players don’t get the recognition they deserve. 

And Hobson hasn't gained much recognition during his State 
League career. But that’s because he’s never been keen on push- 
ing himself to the media. 

“T don't go out of my way looking for recognition. It’s a thing 
that can ruin players. I’ve seen players getting great write-ups 
and it’s gone to their heads.”

Liverpool’s method 
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v. Roma’s flair 
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By PAUL MOON | 


Before this season, only two clubs had enjoyed the 
luxury of playing the European Champions’ Cup final on 
their own ground and both Real Madrid (1957) and Inter- 
nazionale Milan (1965) duly won. 


History then, is on the side of AS Roma 
when it meets Liverpool in the 1984 final; a 
ame which will be screened live by Network 

28 tomorrow (Thursday) starting at 4am. 

Yet, if any team is capable of taming the 
Roman lions in their own den it is Liverpool. 
Three times during this Champions’ Cup cam- 
paign, the Merseysiders have produced heroic 
performances in hostile surroundings — win- 
ning emphatically at Athletic Bilbao, Benfica 
and Dynamo Bucharest. 

Liverpool supporters will also recall that 
the Stadio Olimpico was the scene of their 
team's greatest ever performance in 20 years 
of European football; the 3-1 demolition of Bo- 
russia Moenchengladbach in the 1977 
Champions’ Cup Final. 

If Liverpool has been at its best away from 
Anfield, the Italian champion obviously be- 
lieves there is no place like Rome. IFK Goth- 
enburg, Dynamo Berlin and Dundee United all 
were swept aside 3-0 in earlier rounds by a 
team inspired by Italy's most vociferous fans. 

In Toninho Cerezo, Roberto Falcao, Bruno 
Conti and Francesco Graziani, Roma has 
players of indisputable world class, while 
Roberto Pruzzo has few equals as a poacher of 
goals. 

Liverpool though, probably has the better 
unit, which, when firing on all cylinders, is as 
near to mechanical periection as is possible in 
football. 

The question then is: Will Roma’s supreme- 
ly gifted individuals produce sufficient 
moments of inspiration to overcome Liver- 
pool's all-round efficiency? 

It will be worth losing a few hours sleep to 
discover the answer. 


LIVERPOOL 


BRUCE GROBBELAAR: Eccentric, South African 
born, Zimbabwean international comer a who 
joined Liverpool from Canada’s Vancouver Whitecaps 
for $500,000 in March, 1981. Was thought of as the 
team's Achilles’ heel, but has steadied down consid- 
erably in the year, 

PHIL NEAL: Former r Bob Paisiey’s first 
signing in October, 1974 ($120,000 from Northampton 
Town), he has participated in all of Liverpool’s subse- 
quent triumphs. Capped 50 times by England. 

ALAN HANSEN: aed or $200,000m buy from Par- 
tick Thistle in May, 1977, this Scottish international 
centre back reads the game superbly and is cool at all 
times. His elegant style has been likened to that of 
Franz Beckenbauer. 

MARK LAURENSON: R ed by many experts 
as the best all-round player in the British Isles. The 
subject of Liverpool's record transfer fee — $1,800,000 
from Brighton in August, 1981. An Eire international, 
though born in Preston, Lancashire and started 
career with Preston North End. 

ALAN KENNEDY: Left back who loves moving 
forward and has scored many valuable goals, in- 
cluding the winner in the 1981 Champions’ Cup final. A 
$600,000 signing from Newcastle United in August, 
1978, he recently won his first England cap. 

SAMMY LEE: Local born “pocket dynamo” of a 
midfielder. Captain of England's European under-21 
championship winning team of 1981, he was sub- 
sequently drafted into the senior side. 

GRAEME SOUNESS: Inspirational captain of Liv- 
erpool and Scotland from midfield, he joined the club 
from Middlesbrough for $704,000 in January, 1979. Was 
originally with Tottenham Hotspur. 

STEVE NICOL: Despite always impressing when 
given a run in the first team, has yet to establish him- 
sell in it. This Scotland under-21 left back was on the 
dole and playing part-time for Ayr United before Liv- 
erpool paid ,008 for his services in October, 1981. 

KENNY DALGLISH: Scotland's most ca se 
er, the only individual to score a century of goals 
both Scottish and English First Divisions, scorer of 
winning goal in 1978 Champions’ Cup Final, 1979 and 
1983 “Player of the Year”, 1983 “‘Footballer of the 
Year’ — these are just some of the accomplishments 
of the man who cost Liverpoo} $880,000 when moving 
from Glasgow Celtic in 1977. 

IAN RUSH: Recently broke the Liverpool record 
for most goals in one season, the current ‘Footballer 
of the Year”, joined from Chester for $600,000 in May, 
1980. The first name Welsh international team man- 
ager Mike England puts on his team sheet. 

MICK ROBINSON: A surprise $400,000 acquisition 
from Brighton after appearing for it In last season's 


F.A. Cup final. English born, he qualified for the Eire 
team Gacuie his great grandmother was Irish! Pre- 
vious clubs include Presten North End and Manches- 
ter City. 

DEREK HODGSON: Moved from Middlesbrough 
for $900,000 in August, 1982, this strong forward is a 
fringe member of the Liverpool squad, and is an Eng- 
land under-21 international. 

CRAIG JOHNSON: The most famous product of 
Northern New South Wales soccer, he, like Souness 
and Hodgson, joined Liverpool from Middjesbrough 
following a $1,000,000 transfer in April, 1981. Both 
press and general public have expressed amazement 
at Joe Fagan’s reluctance to give him a permanent 
first team place. 

RONNIE WHELAN: Like his father, an Eire inter- 
national. He is a classy midfielder who first hit the 
headlines when scoring twice in the 1982 Milk Cup 


Final. 

JOE FAGAN (MANAGER): peas aot 
born, his playing career was spent as a cen 
wpa ss City and the now defunct Bradford Park 
Avenue, Joined Anfield staff as assistant trainer In 
1958 and graduated to manager last year. 


AS ROMA 


FRANCO TANCREDI: Joined Roma in 1977, but 
had to wait three years before claiming a reagular 
first team place. He is a member of Italy’s Olympic 
international squad. 

FRANCO ODDI: A solid player in the back four, he 
was signed from Verona fess than a year ago and set- 
tled into the team remarkably asichiy. 

DARIO BONETTI: Transferred from Sampdoria 
last year, he is now in a second stint with Roma 
having originally joined the club from home town side 
Brescia in 1880. The suspension of back four general 
Aldo Maldera makes this stopper’s role all the more 
important against Liverpool. 

UBALDO RIGHETTI: A member of Italy’s 1981 
Coca Cola Cup team in Australia, he graduated to full 
international honors towards the end of the following 
year. Joined Roma’s playing staff as a 16 year old. 

ROBERTO FALCAO: Roma's E gadrorep and one 
of the great players of today. t from Inter- 
nacional Porte Allegre for $1,700,000 in 1981, he star- 
red for Brazil In the World Cup finals 12 months later. 
The 1978 and 1979 BraziHan Footballer of the Year 
combined Brazilian skill and E an stamina and 
tops it off with a Ae footballing brain. 

SEBASTIANO NELA; An acquisition from Avellino 
in 1981, he is now a member of Italy's international 
Olympic squad. His heart stopped beating for a full 
minute earlier this year, following a clash of heads 
with a Napoli player. 

BRUNO CONTI: Many le’s choice as the 1982 
World Cup final’s Man of the Match, he had to over- 
come many setbacks before reaching the top. Rejec- 
ted by Juventus and Roma, the disillusioned youth 
turned to baseball for a period before Roma had a 
change of heart. Yet, it wasn’t until Liedholm arrived 
that his career took off and today there are few better 
deep lying wingers. 

TONINHO CEREZO: A tall, elegant midfielder, 
who has been hardened by two World Cup campaigns. 
Brazil’s Footballer of the Year in 1977 and 1989, he 
joined Roma last year from Athletico Minelra for a 
large fee. 

RANCESCO GRAZIANNI: Played in all of Italy’s 
1982 World Cup final games, but was carried off in- 
jured, early in the tournament decider. A world class 
striker, with 60 caps to his name, who joined Roma 
trom Fiorentina last year. Made his name with Tori- 
no, helping it win the Italian championship in 1876 — 
the year he was Footballer of the Year. 

CARLO ANCELLOTTI: An excellent midfielder 
who cost Roma $920,060 when joining from Parma in 
1979. Won first cap for Italy early in 1982, but failed to 
make World or squad. 

PAULO VINCENZI: A bargain buy from Pistoise 
last year, he has already proven his worth as a versa- 
tile forward. 

ROBERTO PRUZZO: Dynamic striker who joined 
Roma from Genoa In 1989 and then preceeded to top 
the Italian League goalscorers’ chart in the two fol- 
lowing seasons, so quickly proved the $2,000,000 to be 
well spent. A surprise omission from Italy’s 1982 
World Cup squad. 


AGOSTINO DI BARTOLOMEI: A defender who 
scores vital goals, he joined Roma in 1972. Amongst 
Italy’s provisional squad of 40 for the 1978 World Cup 
finals, but did not gain a place in the final 22. 

NILS LIEDHOLM (COACH): One of the top 
players of the 1950s, playing for AC Milan (five Italian 
League titles) and Sweden (1958 World Cup runner- 
up). He coached Varese, Fiorentina, Roma and AC 
Milan, winning the Italian League with the latter 
before returning ta Roma. A rigid disciplinarian and 
innovative tactician.
